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SENIOR  CLASS  EDITORIAL 


We  have  finished  our  secondary  educa- 
tion; we  have  gone  through  four  years  on 
the  Hill.  We  have  seen  other  Senior 
Classes  come  and  go,  not  realizing  that 
we  too  would  leave  Andover.  We  came  to 
learn  and  to  grow;  whether  we  have 
learned,  or  have  grown,  cannot  be  de- 
cided now. 

The  questions  which  inevitably  come 
to  the  Senior  came  to  us;  questions  about 
our  own  success,  and  about  the  standards 
which  we  have  used  to  measure  that 
success.  The  latter  we  must  accept,  for  to 
not  do  so  would  be  to  deny  the  basis  of 
what  we  have  done.  As  a  class  we  have 
received  praise  from  the  faculty  for 
qualities  which  are  of  a  doubtful  value; 
qualities  of  oneness,  of  conformity,  of 
channeling  our  individual  abilities  and 
ambitions  so  that  the  class  as  a  whole, 
and  the  school  as  well,  would  benefit  to 


the  fullest.  We  were  so  uniform,  so  careful 
of  what  we  did  and  said  that  we  moved 
some  people,  both  in  the  student  body 
and  on  the  faculty  to  feel  that  we  had  not 
simply  conformed  in  order  to  facilitate 
matters,  but  that  we  had  conformed  be- 
cause there  was  nothing  else  that  we 
knew  how  to  do.  This  is  not  true.  Our 
supposed  docility  was  not  prompted  by 
lack  of  spirit.  It  found  its  direction  in  a 
littie  too  much  common  sense,  in  an  over- 
ly successful  acceptance  of  our  own 
sophistication  and  our  own  purpose.  In 
our  upper  year  we  lost  most  of  those 
people  known  to  the  faculty  as  the  chronic 
hacker.  What  hacking  we  did  as  Seniors 
was  too  deliberate  and  too  well  planned  to 
be  the  standard  expression  of  adolescent 
frustration.  In  our  informal,  as  well  as  our 
formal,  behavior,  we  never  forgot  what 
was  expected  of  us,  and  what  effect  our 
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actions  would  have  on  our  superiors.  As  a 
class  we  were  the  perfect  road  company 
with  a  huge  repertory  to  fit  any  occasion; 
if  a  greater  display  of  school  spirit  was 
what  the  doctor  ordered,  we  could  present 
Macy's  best  packaged  school  spirit  samp- 
ler. Whenever  anything  really  pierced  our 
composure,  its  effect  was  not  long-endur- 
ing, because  we  were  much  more  sus- 
ceptible to  the  attractions  of  parliamen- 
tary procedure  than  those  of  direct  and 
irrevocable  mob  action.  When,  during  the 
Spring  Term,  the  question  of  Saturday 
night  dress  was  decided  upon  by  the 
faculty  to  our  displeasure  we  came  closest 
to  realizing  the  sincere  disapproval  which 
our  age  and  temperament  would  normally 
demand.  But  even  then  we  were  able  to 
cool  our  anger  at  an  unnatural  speed, 
aware  that  sound  and  fury  would  do 
nothing  to  further  our  cause. 

It  is  difficult  to  analyze  the  hows  and 
whys  of  our  attitude;  undoubtedly  the 
disunity  of  previous  classes  had  its  effect 
on  us.  We  were  not  as  much  afraid  to  mis- 
behave because  of  the  rules  as  afraid  to 
misbehave  because  of  our  own  pride.  Per- 
haps we  recognized  our  position  better 
than  our  predecessors;  perhaps  we  real- 
ized early  in  the  game  that  Andover,  in 
spite  of  the  Student  Government,  et 
cetera,  was  not  a  democracy  but  a  benevo- 
lent dictatorship,  as  it  indeed  should  be. 
Perhaps  we  knew  that  the  forms  which  we 
were  to  live  by  had  been  successful  in  the 
past  in  their  vocation  of  good-strong- 
young-man  production,  that  they  would 
be  changed  when  they  became  obsolete, 
and  that  our  best  course  lay  in  upholding 
them  as  best  we  could.  But  whatever  the 
reason,  we  did  it  as  we  did  it. 

What  did  we  lose?  It's  hard  to  say. 
Certainly  creativity  did  not  suffer  at 
the  hands  of  the  great  maneuverability; 


athletics,  hardly.  The  Student  Congress 
worked  well  and  hard  at  presenting  Ber- 
muda Short  pleas  to  the  faculty,  and  must 
be  complimented  on  fulfilling  its  role  as 
good  publicity.  Actually,  the  thing  that 
we  lost,  if  not  missed,  cannot  be  defined 
in  concrete  terms;  it  is  not  a  thing  as 
much  as  a  feeling.  There  were  people  in 
our  class,  the  prophets,  the  complainers, 
who  knew  this  feeling,  and  tried  to  make 
it  articulate.  There  were  moments  in  our 
smooth  and  even  course  when  the  whole 
class  almost  had  it,  but  only  when  blind 
temper  got  the  upper  hand.  For  the  most 
part,  it  just  slept. 

Looking  back  the  four  years  were  good. 
Like  any  Senior  Class  we  have  a  debt  to 
Andover.  Andover  taught  us  to  think, 
taught  us  to  search  for  a  knowledge  far 
greater  than  any  which  we  could  acquire 
in  the  classroom.  Andover  as  an  environ- 
ment is  self-contradictory :  each  year  it 
presents  to  each  class  standards  designed 
especially  for  it.  If  the  individual  does 
not  grow  according  to  the  system's  re- 
quirements from  year  to  year  he  must 
adapt  himself.  It  is  a  good  system,  and 
the  only  possible  system.  It  is  what 
makes  Andover  more  than  a  High  School. 

But  somehow  we  reacted  differently  to 
this  system  than  did  our  predecessors. 
We  adapted  too  well.  If  we  lost  the  emo- 
tional drive  which  is  essential  to  a  sincere 
form,  we  never  showed  it.  If  its  loss  hurt 
us,  we  will  never  know.  These  things 
counted  for  us  as  a  group;  we  no  longer 
exist  as  a  group.  However,  something  of 
our  way  of  living,  of  our  way  of  growing 
at  Andover  has  found  its  way  inside  each 
of  us  somewhere.  That  something  will 
speak  eventually,  and  then  perhaps  we 
can  decide  fully  as  individuals  whether 
we  really  learned  or  really  grew.

Student  Government 

This  year's  Student  Congress,  sole 
student  representative  before  the  faculty, 
was  one  of  the  most  active  and  successful 
to  appear  in  recent  times.  The  Congress' 
mature  and  constructive  actions  soon 
won  for  it  the  wholehearted  approval  of 
both  faculty  and  students. 

The  first  action  taken  by  the  Congress 
in  the  Fall  Term  was  the  formation  of  a 
Movie  Committee  to  look  into  the  prob- 
lem of  checking  excessive  noise  in  George 
Washington  Hall  Saturday  nights.  The 
committee' members  warned  the  student 
body  about  the  excessive  noise  and  threat- 
ened to  stop  the  movies  if  the  noise  got 
out  of  hand.  Once,  the  students  refused  to 
calm  down  and  the  movies  were  stopped. 
Since  that  time,  respect  for  the  Congress 
has  increased  and  the  noisiness  has  de- 
creased. 

The  problem  of  a  long  Thanksgiving 


weekend  was  once  again  raised  and  once 
again  vetoed  by  faculty  vote.  However,  an 
optimistic  outlook  prevailed  as  Mr. 
Brown  proposed  that  the  school  be  let  out 
from  Wednesday  to  Saturday,  Thanks- 
giving week.  It  is  hoped  that  an  agree- 
ment can  be  reached  for  next  year. 

Extended  Upper  smoking  privileges 
were  discussed;  plans  included  smoking 
on  dorm  steps,  smoking  in  the  Ryley 
Room  lobby  before  breakfast,  and  morn- 
ing smoking  at  the  Commons'  north  side. 
Although  nothing  came  of  it  this  year, 
many  persons  foresaw  the  day  when 
Uppers  would  have  more  places  to  smoke. 

By  far  the  Congress'  two  most  contro- 
versial issues  turned  up  in  the  Spring 
Term  in  the  "Goon  Squad"  and  "coat  and 
tie"  issues.  The  "Goon  Squad"  was  soon 
accepted  by  the  school,  but  not  so  the 
"coats  and  ties"  order.  The  students  felt 
that  the  faculty,  by  ordering  coats  and 
ties  worn  to  Saturday  night  movies,  was 
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being  harsh  and  picayune.  The  main 
student  objections  were:  the  breaking  of  a 
tradition;  the  time  when  the  rule  was 
passed,  two  weeks  before  graduation;  the 
plan's  seeming  uselessness;  and  the  secrecy 
with  which  it  was  sprung  upon  the  school. 
The  Senior  Class  was  deeply  offended  by 
what  it  thought  was  an  insult  by  the 
faculty.  They  felt  that  the  Student  Con- 
gress, whose  officers  are  mostly  Seniors, 
had  done  a  good  job  of  quieting  the 
movies.  They  could  see  no  reason  for  the 
faculty's  action. 

The  faculty  gave  for  its  reasons  that 
formal  Saturday  night  dress  in  Commons 
and  at  the  movies  would  be  less  con- 
ducive to  the  rowdyism  and  the  rough- 
housing  that  occurs  between  supper  and 
the  movies.  Also  cited  was  the  condition 
of  "informal  dress"  at  Andover,  i.e.,  torn 
shirts  and  greasy  pants. 

As  a  result  of  the  united  student  oppo- 
sition to  the  plan,  the  faculty  asked  for 
student  suggestions  for  an  alternate  plan 
that  would  serve  the  same  ends.  The 


Congress  immediately  offered  limited  in- 
formality as  a  solution.  This  would  in- 
clude a  decent  shirt,  and  trousers  ac- 
ceptable in  the  classroom.  T-shirts,  shorts, 
and  dungarees  would  subsequently  be 
banished.  To  enforce  such  a  system,  the 
Congress  suggested  that  the  faculty  over- 
see the  Saturday  night  meal  while  a  four- 
man  committee — two  students  and  two 
faculty  members — take  charge  of  the 
movies  to  control  noise  and  rowdiness. 
The  school  will  have  to  wait  until  next 
year  to  learn  the  outcome  of  the  proposal. 

The  "Goon  Squad,",  consisting  of  boys 
caught  walking  on  the  grass,  was  begun. 
The  culprits  met  on  certain  afternoons 
and  policed  the  campus.  The  question  of 
grass-walking  now  seems  to  be  settled, 
with  students  glad  to  have  the  punish- 
ment of  a  demerit  removed. 

Bob  Sullivan,  President  for  two  terms, 
and  Ben  Janssen,  President  for  one  term, 
were  instrumental  in  restoring  the  Student 
Congress  to  its  current  influential  position 
in  school  life.

Just  four  years  old,  the  '52-'53  Phillips 
Society  maintained  its  familiar  position 
as  Andover's  most  popular  and  influential 
activity.  Working  out  of  Graham  House, 
the  Society's  over  two  hundred  and  fifty 
members,  headed  by  John  Snider,  con- 
tinued to  benefit  both  the  school  and  the 
town  with  their  services  and  social  work. 
Because  there  weren't  enough  duties  for 
the  two  hundred  and  eighty-five  who 
applied  for  membership,  many  boys  had 
to  be  excluded  for  this  year. 

The  schedule  began  with  the  traditional 
prep  picnic  on  the  Kempers'  lawn,  run  by 
the  Social  Functions  Committee,  under 
Stu  Danovitch  and  Chuck  Watson.  This 
committee  also  held  an  orientation  meet- 
ing for  preps,  and  throughout  the  year 
invited  small  groups  of  faculty  members 
to  Graham  House  to  have  dinner  with 
several  Seniors.  A  Tea  Dance  with  Dana 
Hall  and  a  Log  Cabin  dinner,  in  May,  for 
Class    Agents    and    Secretaries  were 


supervised  by  the  social  aggregation. 

With  Pete  Harpel  in  charge  and  Walt 
Alexander  guarding  the  money,  the 
Charities  Committee  once  again  bettered 
the  $3600  goal  with  the  pre-Exeter  Foot- 
ball Game  Charities  Drive,  netting  nearly 
$4000.  John  Ratte  roused  interest  with  an 
outsized  "contribution  graph,"  placed  in 
the  Commons  lobby.  Stirred  further  by  a 
guest  speaker  extolling  the  Drive,  every 
student  gave  or  pledged  something.  The 
money  will  be  divided  among  the  Red 
Cross,  Cancer  Fund,  World  Student 
Service  Fund  and  other  deserving  organ- 
izations. 

Chip  Anderson's  Community  Service 
Committee  entertained  twenty-eight  boys 
from  the  South  Boston  Boys'  Club  with 
a  Saturday  football  game.  It  also  organ- 
ized basketball  games  at  the  Andover 
Youth  Center  and  offered  the  use  of  the 
school  pool  to  town  children,  although  the 
offer  was  not  taken  advantage  of. 

Led  by  Dave  Norris,  the  Deputations 
Committee   was  always  busy.  Besides 
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presiding  at  Thursday  Chapel  Services 
throughout  the  year,  the  committee  peri- 
odically conducted  services  at  churches  in 
North  Andover,  Lawrence  and  Ballard- 
vale  and  taught  Sunday  School  to  faculty 
children  in  Graham  House.  In  addition, 
three  exchange  students  appeared  at 
Men's  Club  meetings  in  Andover  and 
Lawrence  to  informally  discuss  their  re- 
spective countries  with  the  members. 

The  School  Affiliations  Committee  was 
host  to  a  few  boys  from  the  Perkins  Insti- 
tute for  the  Blind  one  weekend,  taking 
them  to  Amateur  Night,  the  Sasha  Seimal 
Lecture,  Sunday  Chapel  and  coffee  at 
Graham  House  afterwards.  Ted  Heit- 
man's  group  also  sent  school  publications, 
scrap  books  and  "8  in  1"  records  to  col- 
leges in  both  France  and  Germany. 

Ken  Sharp  and  John  Hosch  arranged 
for  the  Speakers  Discussion  Committee 
to  get  Jim  Clellan,  Duke  University 
Chaplain,  "Tubby"  Clayton,  Volunteer 
Chaplain  to  the  Queen  of  England,  and 
Reverend  Chalmers,  Boston  University 
Chaplain,  to  come  to  Phillips  Academy 
and  talk  with  small  groups  of  students. 
Mr.  Clellan  spoke  in  Graham  House,  but 


Mr.  Clayton  and  Reverend  Chalmers 
spoke  at  dinner  meetings  in  the  Com- 
mons. The  latter  was  the  defense  lawyer  in 
the  famed  Scotsboro  Case. 

Courtney  Haight's  Old  Clothes  Com- 
mittee conducted  nine  drives  to*  get 
clothes  for  underprivileged  families  in  the 
vicinity;  on  the  last  drive  old  text  books 
for  the  Loan  Library  and  boys'  novels  for 
an  American  library  in  Paris  were  col- 
lected. 

Recurring  prison  riots  kept  Mike 
Posey's  Field  Trips  Committee  from  the 
Charlestown  State  Penitentiary.  How- 
ever, a  bus  trip  to  Danvers  and  a  highly- 
informative  tour  of  the  state  mental 
hospital  there  was  arranged  for  a  few 
students.  Trips  to  Logan  Airport  and  the 
Ford  Motor  Company  of  Boston  were 
also  planned. 

Under  the  direction  of  Ralf  Cestero, 
the  Coffee  Committee  served  tea  and 
coffee  to  students,  faculty  and  visitors 
after  Sunday  Chapel  during  the  year. 
House  Committee  Chairmen  Dick  Lump- 
kin and  Hank  Earle  kept  Graham  House 
presentable.  They  also  bought  some 
records  and  had  a  shower  installed.

A  glance  at  this  page  in  the  yearbooks 
of  the  last  three  or  four  years  will  display 
an  amazing  facility  with  apologetics.  We 
have  no  intention  of  apologizing,  we 
regret  nothing.  Last  Fall  the  standard 
disgust  with  the  standard  Pot  Pourri 
form  hit  us,  and  hit  US  hard.  A  plan  was 
hatched  to  chuck  the  entire  old  makeup 
in  favor  of  a  book  composed  entirely  of 
pictures  and  a  running  commentary,  with 
no  write-ups  or  activities  or  sport.  How- 
ever, the  cost  of  such  a  book,  or  of  any 
book  with  the  letterpress  method,  was  to 
say  the  least,  forbidding.  Unfortunately, 
last  year's  editors  chose  to  abandon  the 
brave  experiment  with  offset  in  the  inter- 
est of  immediate  success,  regardless  of  the 
fact  that  the  future  of  the  book  lay  in  the 
offset  method.  And  so  we  were  stuck  with 
the  decision :  New  book  or  old  book,  offset 
or  letterpress. 

We  present  a  compromise:  Offset,  the 
best  we  could  do,  and  a  book  using  the 
old  forms  but  not  tied  to  them.  Offset  has 
enabled  us  to  present  seventeen  dividers, 
and  the  largest  collection  of  photographs 
any  Pot  Pourri  has  ever  seen.  The 


change  to  offset  was  motivated  primarily 
by  our  financial  position,  we  admit.  But 
this  was  not  the  only  part  of  our  decision. 
Offset  has  improved,  will  improve.  It  is 
basically  an  experiment,  but  since  the 
book  can  no  longer  count  its  limited 
circulation  as  a  fit  counter-balance  for  the 
steadily  rising  letterpress  costs,  it  is  an 
inevitable  experiment.  We  take  great 
pleasure  in  presenting  our  feature  section, 
which  embodies  many  of  the  ideas  of  the 
unborn  new  book.  We  thank  John  Mason 
and  Dick  Lumpkin  for  the  excellent  job 
they  did  in  giving  us  the  financial  support 
necessary  for  a  good  offset  book. 

Inevitably  the  one-man  job  stuff  crops 
up  here:  fate  has  forced  this  book  into 
existence  as  a  two-man  job.  The  extended 
negotiations  with  printers  and  processes 
took  up  the  school  year;  the  uncertainty 
as  to  format,  the  extra  time  school  year. 
The  conditions  were  special,  the  method 
similarly  so.

Phillipian 

If  any  year  has  ever  seen  more  concrete 
change  for  the  better  in  the  Phillipian,  it 
was  Nineteen  Hundred  Fifty-three.  Tak- 
ing over  two  springs  ago,  John  Poppy's 
board  proceeded  to  experiment  carefully 
and  well  with  the  paper's  format,  finally 
deciding  to  change  from  the  offset  process 
which  the  previous  board  had  used  back 
to  linotype.  The  difference  in  appearance, 
in  neatness  and  style  was  further  height- 
ened when  the  Board  forsook  the  shiny 
stock  which  is  the  usual  secondary-school 
medium  for  a  newspaper  for  the  rougher 
standard  newsprint. 

The  paper's  professional  appearance, 
the  careful  makeup  and  the  changes  in 
design  stand  largely  to  the  credit  of  Pete 
Harpel,  Managing  Editor.  However,  the 
paper  grew  not  only  technically  but  also 
in  the  type  and  quality  of  the  writing. 
The  tendency  of  the  past  few  years,  i.e., 


to  criticize  unmercifully  as  an  expression 
of  the  paper's  power,  was  thoroughly  sup- 
pressed without  making  the  paper  in  any 
way  the  tool  of  the  faculty.  When  situa- 
tions arose  of  a  fairly  crucial  nature, 
Editor  Poppy  was  unafraid  to  use  his 
editorial  pen  to  make  a  constructive 
criticism.  Another  tendency,  that  of  edi- 
torializing in  the  straightest  of  news 
articles,  was  recognized  by  the  Board  in 
the  work  of  its  predecessors  and  conse- 
quently great  attention  was  paid  to  seeing 
that  only  those  articles  which  were  plainly 
signed  carried  subjective  opinions.  The 
usual  news  coverage  was  accentuated  by 
carefully  chosen  special  columns,  such  as 
Sports  Editor  Bob  Semple's  Sidelines, 
which  combined  with  the  straight  sports 
articles  to  give  a  complete  picture  of  the 
athletic  scene. 

The  change  from  offset  to  linotype 
did  not  keep  the  Board  from  utilizing  the 
effectiveness  of  picture  coverage.  The 
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Editor  Poppy

standard  for  special  coverage  which  was 
established  by  the  sixteen-page  Prom 
Issue  of  fifty-two  was  continued  in  other 
special  issues.  Proving  that  they  were  not 
tied  down  by  any  sort  of  weekly  routine 
the  paper  produced  in  eight  hours  a  single 
sheet  extra  covering  the  mild  flood  in  the 
basement  of  George  Washington  Hall 
with  the  largest  headline  the  paper  has  > 
ever  seen.  The  disaster  occurred  at  ten 
in  the  morning:  the  paper  hit  the  side- 
walks at  six. 

The  Phillipian  Business  Board,  under 
the  direction  of  John  Hosch,  got  the  ads 
necessary  for  the  usual  paper,  but  also 
enabled  the  editorial  board  to  experiment 
with  special  issues  and  special  effects 
without  jeopardizing  the  paper's  financial 
solvency. 

Perhaps  the  best  idea  of  the  impression 
which  the  Board  wished  the  paper  to 
make,  and  which  it  succeeded  in  doing, 
can  be  gained  from  this  excerpt  from  an 
article  in  the  succeeding  Board's  paper  by 
Mr.  Stott,  faculty  advisor:  "To  look  at 
the  role  of  the  student  newspaper  in  more 
specific  terms,  this  year's  product  can  be 


complimented  in  many  ways.  The  balance 
of  non-athletic  and  athletic  material  is  a 
healthy  one.  Equally  healthy,  I  believe,  is 
the  normal  restriction  of  sports  news  to  an 
inside  page.  Perhaps  the  most  difficult 
work  for  any  editor  is  the  determination 
of  editorial  policy  as  expressed  in  the 
editorial  column.  In  most  school  news- 
papers the  editorials  have  an  unhappy 
faculty  of  falling  into  two  extremes :  either 
a  diet  of  sugar  or  a  series  of  criticisms 
vented  chiefly  for  the  personal  satisfac- 
tion of  the  critic.  Such  was  not  the  case 
with  editorials  from  the  pen  of  John 
Poppy  and  his  associates." 

The  Uppers  took  over  in  the  spring  as 
usual,  with  Bob  Semple  as  Editor  and 
Dave  Goodman  as  Managing  Editor,  and 
continued  successfully  the  policies  of  the 
retiring  board.

The  nineteen  hundred  and  fifty-three 
Mirror  under  the  direction  of  Co-Editors 
Ornsteen  and  Ratte  presented  for  student 
consumption  a  neat  balance  of  sense  and 
sound  and  fury  signifying  nothing.  Make- 
up improved  considerably  over  last  year 
through  the  use  of  attractive  specially 
designed  print  breaks,  marginal  titles  for 
articles,  and  several  variations  on  the 
usual  two-column  page.  However,  if  the 
Mirror  succeeded  at  all  in  opening  any 
new  fields  for  the  presentation  of  student 
creativity  to  the  student,  it  was  in  the 
visual  field.  The  magazine  went  hog  wild 
with  photographs  and  reproductions  of 
student  paintings,  and  effectively  capi- 
talized on  this  feature  by  simplifying 
cover  design  to  the  minimum.  The  two 
issues  both  shared  a  solid  color  cover, 
brown  for  the  Winter  issue,  and  green  for 
that  of  the  Spring,  with  a  small  cut-out 
in  the  lower  right  hand  corner  displaying 
a  black  and  white  Mirror,  thus  producing 
a  single  book  uniform  in  design. 


Material-wise  the  Mirror  continued  the 
old  tradition  of  choosing  publishable 
pieces  from  the  large  amount  of  material 
submitted  at  board  meetings  in  Mr. 
Peterkin's  house.  After  material  had  been 
chosen  the  long  process  of  correcting 
galley-proofs  began,  culminating  in  the 
make-up  of  the  final  dummy  and  the  in- 
trusting of  the  more  or  less  finished  prod- 
uct with  Mr.  Hammer  of  the  Court 
Square  Press. 

In  the  Fall  the  magazine's  idea  of  direct 
and  simple  appeal  to  the  student  body 
was  perhaps  most  successful.  The  balance 
between  poetry  and  prose,  long  and  short 
pieces  was  good,  producing  a  fine  sample 
of  student  creation.  In  the  Spring  the 
magazine  suffered  slightly  through  the 
inclusion  of  the  Means  Essays  which  had 
already  been  heard  in  George  Washing- 
ton Hall.  As  usual,  the  Mirror  suffered 
financial  success  under  the  excellent  direc- 
tion of  Don  Shapiro.  At  the  year's  final 
meeting  Hollis  Frampton  was  chosen 
Editor  for  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Fifty-

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Film  Society 

The  incompetent  look  exhibited  on  the 
faces  of  the  characters  above  belies  the 
success  of  the  films  which  they  chose  for 
student  consumption  during  the  ten 
Wednesday  nights  of  the  Winter  Term 
which  are  devoted  to  culture  in  the  cellu- 
loid medium.  Headed  by  Walt  Alexander, 
of  literary  fame,  and  John  Ratte,  of  the 
large  ears,  the  group  met  at  the  Morgans' 
each  Wednesday  before  the  Film  presenta- 
tion to  discuss  the  last  week's  presenta- 
tion and  consider  possible  films  for  the 
future.  Consuming  hamburgs  from  the 
Coffee  Mill  and  Mrs.  Morgan's  coffee, 
they  chose  a  fine  selection  of  worthwhile 
art  films  of  both  American  and  European 
origin.  From  Park  House  the  erudite 
ones  proceeded  to  G.  W.  to  open  up  the 
doors,  with  Tony's  help,  and  welcome 
the  tied-and-coated  young  intellectuals 
famished  for  culture  who  brandished 
tickets  ready  for  the  punch. 

The  success  of  the  '52  Society's  pre- 


sentation of  Buster  Keaton  in  The 
General  led  the  group  to  present  that 
silent  thespian  again,  this  time  as  The 
Navigator.  The  second  film  was  Alfred 
Hitchcock's  Blackmail.  However,  it  was 
understandably  not  as  successful  as  its 
later  relation,  The  Lady  Vanishes,  because 
of  the  condition  of  the  film  and  its  ex- 
perimental techniques.  Le  Million,  a  de- 
lightful French  comedy  which  would  have 
been  comprehensible  had  it  been  dia- 
logued in  Arabic,  fazed  some  members  of 
the  student  body,  but  those  who  stayed 
long  enough  for  the  lights  to  dim  had  an 
excellent  time.  Mutiny  on  the  Bounty, 
picked  for  showing  because  of  its  finish 
and  its  scope,  rated  well  with  the  audi- 
ence. An  experiment  again  was  the  selec- 
tion of  short  subjects,  including  The 
River,  a  scenic  film  of  the  Mississippi, 
and  three  Disney  cartoons  of  the  early 
period.  Because  of  faculty  disfavor  with 
a  project  to  show  th?  eighth 'film  in  the 
Spring,  the  seventh  presentation,  Coc- 
teau's  Orphe  was  the  last  film.

Philo 

Under  the  leadership  of  President  Dan 
Hannon,  Vice-President  Jim  Germain 
and  Secretary-Treasurer  Brad  Lovejoy, 
the  Philomathean  Society  enjoyed  an 
active  year.  Many  student  debates  were 
held  at  Philo's  weekly  meetings  on  such 
topics  as  "The  'Hacker'  is  the  only  one 
who  enjoys  himself  at  Andover"  and 
"The  Moon  is  Made  of  Green  Cheese." 

In  Philo's  first  outside  debate,  held  at 
Exeter,  an  Andover  team  of  Guthrie, 
Andre  and  Hannon,  defended  the  nega- 
tive of  the  topic,  Resolved:  Eighteen- 
Year-Olds  Should  be  Allowed  to  Vote.  A 
small  crowd  of  Exonians,  who  had  been 
playing  touch  football  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  debate,  stopped  to  hear  it.  The  judges 
rendered  no  decision  as  to  who  won, 

A  large  crowd  gathered  at  the  Debating 
Room  in  Bulfinch  Hall  to  hear  the  ques- 
tion of  whether  civil  rights  should  come 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state  de- 


bated. Judges  David  Slavitt,  captain  of 
last  year's  Varsity  Debating  Team, 
Guthrie,  and  Kaufmann,  decided  that  the 
negative  team,  Fred  Fenton,  Dex  Olsson, 
and  Steve  Cohen,  had  defeated  the  affirm- 
ative team,  Joe  McPhillips,  Pete  Mohr, 
and  Shelby  Tucker. 

A  few  days  later  rumors  began  to  circu- 
late about  the  campus  that  a  hitherto 
unknown  group,  which  called  itself  the 
Marxist  Society  of  Phillips  Academy,  had 
challenged  the  Young  Americans'  Society 
to  a  debate  on  the  topic,  Resolved:  A 
Capitalistic  Society  Must  Fail.  Steve 
Cohen,  Carl  Andre  and  John  Ratte  of  the 
Young  Americans'  Society  pitted  them- 
selves against  Dan  Hannon  and  Fred 
Rzewski  of  the  Marxist  Society  of  P.A. 
Near  the  end  of  the  debate  the  audience 
became  openly  hostile  to  the  Marxists 
and  forced  Chairman  J.  B.  Germain  to 
close  the  meeting. 

This  preliminary  debate  was  followed 
by  wide  publicity  in  the  Phillipian,  with 
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much  mud-slinging  on  both  sides,  and 
several  near  fist  fights  between  partisans. 
Finally  the  two  Societies  appeared  in  a 
Wednesday-morning  Assembly  to  present 
their  views  to  the  student  body.  Open 
hostility  to  the  Marxist  cause  prompted 
President  Hannon  to  admit  that  the  en- 
tire incident  had  been  planned  to  prove 
to  the  students  that  "it  can  happen  here," 
and  to  display  both  the  techniques  of  the 
Communist,  and  the  general  fallacy  of  his 
arguments. 

Philo  continued  debating  through  the 
rest  of  the  school  year.  In  its  debates, 
among  other  things,  it  was  decided  that 
P.A.  should  become  coeducational  and 
that  a  mother  is  a  boy's  best  friend.  In 
the  Robinson  Prize  Debate,  held  in 
George  Washington  Hall,  Andre,  Cohen 
and  Guthrie  defeated  a  team  composed  of 
Fenton,  Alkon  and  Ratte  on  the  question 
of  whether  teachers  especially  should  be 


made  to  sign  a  non-communist  oath.  The 
prize  was  fifty-one  dollars  to  be  split 
among  the  members  of  the  winning  team, 
the  affirmative. 

The  Varsity  Debating  Team,  which  is 
not  part  of  Philo,  met  teams  from  other 
schools  and  colleges.  In  a  debate  at  Brad- 
ford, Guthrie,  Aiken  and  Kaufmann  sup- 
porting the  affirmative  won  a  unanimous 
decision  from  the  judges  on  the  topic, 
Resolved:  The  curriculum  in  a  girls' 
school  should  differ  from  that  of  a  boys'. 

Later,  Cohen,  Andre  and  Guthrie  (by 
proxy)  tied  a  Harvard  team  on  the  topic 
of  whether  the  United  States  should  enact 
compulsory  F.E.P.C.  Legislation.  The 
Andover  Team  had  a  more  convincing 
argument,  but  Harvard  was  more  polished. 

On  April  17  new  officers  were  elected 
for  Philo.  They  were  Joe  McPhillips, 
President;  Bob  Vail,  Vice-President;  Juke 
Begien,  Treasurer;  Pete  Mohr,  Secretary?

The  German  Club,  headed  this  year  by-

The  Science  Club  greatly  increased 
both  its  membership  and  the  scope  of  its 
activities  this  year.  The  club  was  divided 
up  into  three  sections — the  experimenters, 
headed  by  Secretary  Hollis  Frampton; 
the  auto  mechanics,  under  Jim  Dixon; 
and  the  astronomers,  under  Phil  Zollner. 

The  experimenters,  working  in  Morse 
Hall's  chemistry  lab  during  free  periods, 
accomplished  a  great  deal.  Ebb  Berry, 
ably  assisted  by  Bill  Berkowitz,  con- 
tinued an  investigation  of  the  molecular 
weight  distribution  of  Hevea  rubber. 

The  mechanics  put  their  dynamometer, 
a  machine  to  measure  the  horse-power  of 
an  engine,  to  good  use  again  this  year, 
using  a  Fairchild  "Ranger"  airplane  en- 
gine for  experimental  purposes.  Fred 
Clemens  had  a  Crosley  engine  in  the 
Morse  Hall  basement  workshop  which  he 
reworked  for  lower  horsepower. 

The  observatory  was  an  entirely  new 
project  this  year;  consequently,  a  lot  of 
work  was  involved.  J.  B.  Germain  and 
President  Dick  Morse  worked  on  the  re- 
fracting telescope,  a  professional  instru- 
ment with  a  fine  six-inch  lens.  An  at- 
tempt was  made  to  observe  last  winter's 
total  eclipse  of  the  moon,  but  it  was 
hampered  by  poor  visibility.  Tony  Do- 
herty  worked  on  the  reflecting  telescope, 
an  amateur  piece  with  an  excellent 
twelve-inch  lens  and  a  good  mirror.

The  radio  shack  behind  Samuel  Phil- 
lips was  the  scene  of  much  activity  this 
year.  Operators  Bob  Domingue,  Peter 
Van  Raalte,  Assistant  Chief  Operator 
Dick  Morse,  and  Chief  Operator  Joe 
Goodman  could  usually  be  found  there  at 
odd  hours,  sending  and  receiving  mes- 
sages from  all  over  the  country.  Con- 
tacts were  made  in  35  states,  Germany, 
England  and  Labrador. 

Aided  greatly  by  their  faculty  advisor, 
Mr.  Barss,  the  members  rewired  a  trans- 
mitter. In  addition  to  this  some  con- 
struction work  was  done,  such  as  the 
building  and  fixing  of  electronic  equip- 
ment. 

The  Club  now  has  one  receiver  and 
three  transmitters,  and  can  operate  on 
either  code  or  phone.  It  has  done  so  to 
good  advantage,  participating  actively  in 
several  cross-country  networks  and  han- 
dling many  radiograms  for  the  school.  The 
club  closed  out  the  year  by  establishing 
itself  as  a  news  service  to  the  school,  re- 
ceiving the  play-by-play  account  of  the 
Exeter  lacrosse  game. 


Stamp  Club 

The  Stamp  Club,  under  the  direction 
of  Pete  Chermayeff,  Gardner  Patrick  and 
Ed  Sox,  conducted  bi-weekly  meetings  at 
Cooley  House  throughout  the  year  as 
part  of  the  regular  program  of  providing 
students  interested  in  collecting  stamps 
a  chance  to  compare  their  collections  and 
learn  more  about  their  hobby.  Featured 
was  an  address  by  Mr.  Broderick,  stamp 
authority,  with  quizzes  to  test  the  col- 
lectors' knowledge,  and  the  annual 
Spring  Exhibit  in  the  Addison  Gallery 
which  provided  another  interesting  di- 
version for  the  Spring  Prom  goers.  The 
show  featured  attractively  designed  pan- 
els of  stamps,  each  panel  built  around  the 
stamps  of  a  certain  country  or  a  certain 
subject.  During  the  two-week  period  of 
the  exhibit,  balloting  was  conducted 
which  awarded  first  prize  to  Ronald 
Stoker,  second  to  Ernest  Latham,  and 
third,  to  Kemp  Randolph.

Chess  Club

The  Andover  Athletic  Association  and 
its  Executive  Committee,  the  Athletic 
Advisory  Board,  is  a  group  of  about 
thirty-five  students  which  "provides  a 
means  for  the  students  of  Phillips  Acade- 
my to  share  in  the  control  and  administra- 
tion of  athletics  at  Phillips  Academy." 

Its  members  consist  of  all  captains  and 
managers  of  varsity  teams;  the  presidents 
of  the  four  clubs;  the  undergraduate 
chairman,  Walter  Alexander;  the  under- 
graduate secretary,  Ed  Ansin;  and  the 
Director  of  Athletics,  Mr.  Peck,  who  pre- 
sides over  its  meetings.

Climaxing  a  brilliant  season  with  a 
59-0  massacre  of  Exeter,  the  Andover 
football  team,  led  by  Captain  George 
Bixby,  registered  its  first  undefeated  sea- 
son since  1948.  Featuring  a  powerful  Tun- 
ing attack  and  a  defense  which  .Coach 
Steve  Sorota  claimed  was  one  of  the  best 
he  had  seen  at  Andover,  the  Blue  romped 
past  six  college  freshmen  aggregations, 
scoring  two  upsets,  and  amassing  a  total 
of  194  points. 

The  well-oiled  Andover  backfield  op-

common  to  its  college  counterparts.  Al- 
though scoring  honors  in  the  backfield 
were  rather  evenly  distributed,  Horton 
Smith,  a  shifty  running  Upper,  led  the 
field  with  ten  tallies,  four  of  which  were 
compiled  in  the  Exeter  game.  Randy 
Heimer,  operating  from  the  quarterback 
slot,  carried  for  six  touchdowns  and 
aerialed  for  five  more;  he  was  outstanding 
in  his  fast  deceptive  ball-handling.  Johnny 
Scranton's  power  plunges  netted  five 
more  scores,  including  three  against 
Wesleyan.  Leo  Daley,  although  not  as 
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Captain  George  of  Bixby  &  Co. 


high  in  the  scoring  column,  consistently 
chalked  up  heavy  yardage  on  line  smashes 
and  set  up  several  scores. 

The  mere  38  points  totalled  by  their 
opponents  is  indicative  of  the  quality  of 
the  hard-hitting  Blue  defensive  unit. 
Holding  all  opposition  at  bay  throughout 
each  Saturday  afternoon,  the  team 
reached  its  peak  against  the  Exonians, 
holding  them  to  an  incredible  rushing 
total  of  eleven  yards. 

A  26-13  rout  of  a  light  Massachusetts 
Maritime  squad  opened  the  season.  Open- 
ing game  jitters  resulted  in  frequent 
fumbles,  but  the  Blue  machine  showed 
strength  and  speed  as  it  piled  up  two 
scoring  drives  of  seventy-five  yards  a- 
piece.  With  the  ball  resting  on  the  five- 
yard  stripe  after  a  fifty-yard  jaunt  by 
Smith,  Scranton  broke  the  ice  with  an 
off-tackle  smash.  Smith  climaxed  the 
second  touchdown  push  on  an  end  sweep 
and  Lamontagne  snagged  a  deep  pass  for 
the  third.  On  an  identical  play,  Maritime 
tallied  minutes  later,  and  a  second  time  on 
a  fluke  end  zone  interception,  but  a 
Heimer  pass  to  Golden  in  the  flat  wrapped 


it  up  for  the  Blue. 

Amassing  all  their  strength,  Andover 
erased  a  half-time  deficit  to  upset  the 
Harvard  Freshmen,  13-7,  in  the  most  bit- 
terly contested  game  of  the  season. 
Heimer  hit  the  end  zone  both  times  for 
P. A.,  as  the  Andover  defense  worked  bril- 
liantly, holding  the  hard-driving  Crimson 
to  one  long  drive. 

Playing  away  at  Wesley  an,  Andover, 
although  hindered  by  penalties,  gained  al- 
most at  will  to  trample  the  Freshmen  26- 
12.  Scranton,  in  a  brilliant  display  of 
power,  countered  the  Freshman  passing 
attack  by  registering  three  T.D.'s,  fol- 
lowed by  Smith's  final  clincher  in  the  last 
quarter. 

The  Blue  machine  then  shifted  into 
high  gear  by  trouncing  a  reputedly  power- 
ful Amherst  Freshmen  20-0.  Operating 
with  a  minimum  of  error,  the  offensive 
unit  displayed  all  its  power,  Smith  spear- 
heading the  thrust  with  two  tallies  in  the 
opening  minutes.  Several  dramatic  Am- 
herst defensive  stands  resulted  in  a  score- 
less second  period,  but  Leo  Daley  crashed 
over  for  his  first  and  Andover's  last  touch-

down  of  the  afternoon  soon  after  the  kick- 
off  for  the  third  quarter. 

Compiling  four  touchdowns  in  the  first 
half,  the  Blue  remained  undefeated  by 
swamping  the  Springfield  Frosh  by  a  25-6 
count.  Smith  and  Scranton  marked  the 
first  two  scores  with  Heimer  winding  up 
the  day  with  the  final  two,  on  line 
plunges.  Bitter  cold  brought  on  numerous 
fumbles,  and  penalties  in  the  second  half, 
accounting  for  the  generally  sloppy  of- 
fensive play,  and  a  single  Springfield 
score. 

In  the  final  contest  before  Exeter,  the 
Blue  breezed  by  a  weak  Tufts  Frosh  in  a 
25-0  slaughter,  despite  a  scoreless  and 
generally  shoddy  first  half.  Smith  led  the 
scoring  column  with  two,  plus  two  more 
by  Heimer  and  Scranton  as  the  defense 
held  the  Freshmen  to  a  standstill. 

Displaying  a  fast,  precisioned  offensive 
unit  and  an  impregnable  defense,  Ando- 
ver  then  vanquished  a  weak  Exeter  aggre- 
gation, 59-0,  registering  the  greatest 
Andover  slaughter  in  the  72-year  series. 
As  Hort  Smith  paced  the  Blue  attack 
with  four  touchdowns,  Andover  scored  at 
will,  chewing  up  yardage  to  pay  dirt  four 
times  in  the  last  period  alone.  The  third- 
string  unit  didn't  even  slow  down  the  one- 
way traffic,  despite  demoralized  Exeter's 
futile  efforts.  In  an  unbelievable  demon- 
stration of  power,  the  defense  held  the 
Red  to  eleven  yards  on  the  ground  in  the 
entire  game. 

An  onside  kick  and  a  Blue  fumble  set 
P.  A.  deep  in  its  own  territory  in  the 
opening  moments  of  the  game,  but  from 
that  point  Andover  controlled  the  game, 
effecting  a  merciless  rout.  In  the  first 


period,  with  a  fourth  down  on  the  fifteen 
and  twelve  yards  to  go,  Smith  scampered 
around  left  for  a  7-0  lead.  Two  quick 
drives  of  55  and  70  yards  accounted  for 
a  20-0  lead,  Smith  plunging  from  the 
two-yard  line  and  Heimer  from  the  one. 
Opening  the  second  half,  Leo  Daley  cli- 
maxed a  fifty-yard  push  with  a  line  buck, 
making  it  27-0.  Minutes  later,  Smith 
scampered  33  yards  to  pay  dirt,  and  im- 
mediately following,  went  over  again  on 
an  amazing  drive,  fighting  single-handed- 
ly past  the  entire  Exeter  secondary.  A 
thirty-yard  pass  to  Verville  on  the  ten  set 
up  a  Sharp  to  Janssen  scoring  aerial  to 
make  it  47-0.  Then  Bob  Sigal  intercepted 
a  Niles  pass  on  the  35  and  galloped  all  the 
way.  For  the  final  tally  of  the  game,  Sigal 
plunged  over  center  for  60  yards  and  a 
touchdown  in  the  game's  longest  run.

The  Soccer  Team  had  the  promise  of  a 
good  year  right  from  the  beginning  as 
Coach  DiClemente  had  ten  returning 
lettermen  to  work  with,  plus  a  host  of  en- 
thusiastic Jayvees.

A 
driving  halfback  line,  consisting  of  Cap- 
tain Bob  Pelletreau  at  center,  John 
Poinier  at  right,  and  Fred  Williams  at 
left,  and  a  long-kicking  pair  of  fullbacks, 
Tom  Rodes  and  Pete  Behn  were  ably  sup- 
ported by  an  excellent  goalie,  Dave  Kap- 
lan.

In  the  Blue's  first  meet  against  Central 
Catholic,  Co-Captain  Dave  Norris  and 
Dave  Craton  tied  for  first  place  covering 
the  2.3  mile  course  in  twelve  minutes 
forty-eight  seconds  time  giving  the  Har- 
riers a  26-29  win. 

The  course  was  lengthened  two-tenths 
of  a  mile  for  the  second  meet  against 
Boston  University  Freshmen  to  comply 
with  the  2.5  mile  requirement  for  the 
New  England  Interscholastics,  which 
were  to  be  held  at  Andover.  Over  the 
longer  course  Andover  was  edged  28-30, 
as  B.  U.'s  first  man  Gene  Ellis  beat  Dave 
Craton. 


Bouncing  back,  the  team  handed  a 
Tufts  Freshmen  squad  a  decisive  20-41 
defeat.  Craton  and  Norris  again  tied 
for  first  followed  by  Charlie  Faurot  in 
fourth  place. 

The  following  week  a  strong  North- 
eastern team  beat  the  Blue  24  to  35, 
with  Northeastern's  first  man  nosing  out 
Dave  Craton  in  a  close  finish.  Craton,  in 
this  meet,  established  a  school  record  for 
the  new  course  of  fourteen  minutes, 
thirty-three  seconds. 

The  Cross-Country  Team  acted  as  host 
to  six  other  teams  participating  in  the 
New  England  Interscholastics  for  its 
final  meet  of  the  season.  Last  year's  win- 
ner, Mt.  Hermon,  repeated  its  victory, 
with  Deerfield  and  Choate  following  in 
that  order.  Andover,  registering  slower 
times  than  recorded  in  previous  meets, 
took  fourth  place,  while  Exeter  finished 
sixth.  Norris  and  Craton  crossed  the  line 
sixth  and  seventh,  with  Charlie  Faurot, 
Dave  Haartz  and  Ed  Smith  all  scoring  for 
the  Blue.

Charlie  Faurot  held  first  place  in  the 
100-yard  backstroke,  turning  in  his  best 
time  of  1:2.1  at  the  Exeter  meet.  Frank 
Pierce  and  Neal  McCorvie  battled  it  out 
all  season  for  the  second  place,  making 
this  event  one  of  the  strongest  positions 
on  the  team.  Charlie  and  Neal's  first 
and  fourth  respectively  in  the  Interscho- 
latics  proved  the  strength  of  this  event. 

The  100-yard  freestyle  saw  Dan  Corn- 
well,  the  Blue's  best  freestyler,  lead  the 
pack,  breaking  the  pool,  school,  and  the 
Andover-Exeter  meet  records  in  53.2 
seconds.  Co-Captain  Douglas,  Orville 
Mann,  and  Pete  Behn  were  always  close 
behind,  but  were  never  able  to  really 
challenge  Cornwell's  position. 

Co-Captain  Tony  Lopez  and  Lower 
Twink  Catlett  made  diving  the  strongest 
event  on  the  team.  Although  Lopez  held 
the  school  record  of  67.5  points,  registered 
at  Dartmouth,  Twink  broke  both  the 


pool  and  the  Andover-Exeter  meet  re- 
cords with  a  score  of  64.4  points.  Only 
once  during  the  course  of  the  season  did 
Tony  and  Twink  fail  to  secure  both  first 
and  second  places  in  this  event. 

Charlie  Faurot  was  also  first  man  in 
the  150-yard  individual  medley  relay, 
followed  by  Tad  Girdler  and  Lower  Art 
Kelley.  Although  he  won  this  event  in 
the  Interscholastics  in  1 :42.4,  his  best 
time,  1:42.0  was  recorded  in  the  Brown 
meet. 

The  150-yard  medley  relay  team  varied 
throughout  the  season,  but  usually  con- 
sisted of  McCorvie,  Mason  and  Mann. 
Pierce,  Draper  or  Glendinning  were 
sometimes  substituted.  The  best  times 
were  around  the  1:27.5  mark. 

The  200-yard  freestyle  relay  proved  to 
be  the  most  exciting  event  of  every  meet.

Following  a  successful  Winter  the 
Track  Team  went  into  a  slump  in  the 
Spring  and  won  only  four  out  of  seven 
meets.  The  losses  included  a  third  place 
behind  Moses  Brown  and  Exeter  in  the 
New  England  Prep  School  Meet  and  a 
65-52  loss  to  Exeter,  Andover's  first  loss 
to  the  Red  since  1943  when  Exeter  won, 
69-57. 

The  most  valuable  man  on  the  squad 
was  George  Bixby,  who  consistently  won 
the  discus  and  often   took  first  in  the 


shot  put.  Bixby 's  best  performance  of  the 
season  was  in  the  Exeter  Meet  when  he 
tossed  the  discus  127'  9J^"  and  heaved 
the  shot  52'  3"  for  a  double  victory.

John  Scranton  and  Stan  Mac- 
Donald,  the  top  men  in  the  broad  jump, 
often  made  leaps  near  the  20-foot  mark, 
but  their  efforts  were  still  not  good 
enough  to  stop  Exeter  from  sweeping  the 
broad  jump  in  the  final  meet.  Pierre 
Clavel  was  Andover's  best  high  jumper 
with  a  top  height  of  about  5'6".  He  placed 


in  most  meets,  but  because  there  was  no 
one  else  on  the  Blue  squad  as  good  as  he, 
Andover  could  rarely  place  more  than  one 
man  in  this  event. 

After  the  Harvard  Meet  was  snowed 
out,  the  Blue  opened  the  season  by 
trouncing  Brown  Frosh,  81-44.  Steve 
Snyder,  a  Junior,  won  the  one-hundred- 
yard  dash  in  10.4.  Snyder  continued  to  run 
well  in  the  next  few  meets  but  slowed 
down  a  little  near  the  end  of  the  term. 

The  Sorotamen  next  defeated  North- 
eastern, 60-57.  Fred  Guggenheim  won 
the  40-yard  high  hurdles  in  5.5  seconds. 

The  Blue  dropped  the  next  meet  to 
Dartmouth,  48-77.  Stretch  Clement  and 
Dick  Golden  placed  first  and  second  re- 
spectively in  the  javelin,  and  Dana 
Smith  vaulted  12'  only  to  lose  to  a  Dart- 
mouth vaulter  who  cleared  12'  6". 

Andover  lost  the  two  following  meets, 
the  New  England  Prep  and  the  Exeter. 
This  was  the  first  time  in  nearly  ten 
years  that  the  track  team  did  not  take 
the  New  England  championship.  Then 
on  Memorial  Day,  Andover  tied  with 
Newton  at  the  Brown  Interscholastics.

The  Andover  Golf  Team  completed  its 
second  undefeated  season  in  a  row  as  it 
trounced  Exeter  6-3,  on  May  27th.  Cap- 
tain Bob  Ornsteen,  one  of  the  top 
junior  golfers  in  Massachusetts,  led  the 
team  all  the  way.  His  continual  low 
seventy  scores  highlighted  the  individual 
play  throughout  the  season. 

In  review,  the  first  match  was  with 
Lowell  Textile  on  April  22nd.  Ornsteen 
fired  a  73  as  the  team  won  8-1.  Bob  Cum- 
mings  took  his  match  at  the  number-two 
position.  Thompson,  playing  number 
three,  also  won.  Sam  Smith  at  number 
four  lost  the  only  match  of  the  day  while 
Ken  Pyle  and  Dave  Kaplan  won  their 


matches  handily.  Later  in  the  season 
Lowell  was  to  place  third  in  the  Eastern 
Intercollegiates. 

The  Blue  team  whipped  Choate  next 
by  the  same  score,  8-1.

This  time  it  was  New  York 
Schoolboy  Champion,  Phil  Omens.  Orn- 
steen missed  very  few  shots  as  he  gave 
Omens  the  worst  defeat  of  his  brilliant 
career,  6  and  4.  Ormens  was,  like  Stokes,  a 
quarter-finalist  in  the  National  Juniors. 
Cummings  pulled  his  match  out  on  the 
last  hole'  with  a  fine  recovery  shot  off  a 
road  to  win  one  up.  Tink  Thompson 
halved  the  Northern  New  York  Junior 
Champ  by  birdying  the  last  three  holes. 
Thompson  shot  a  spectacular  one  under 
par  34  on  the  back  nine.  Smith  and  Rose 


won  their  matches  while  Pyle  dropped  a 
tough  one  to  the  New  England  Junior 
Champion.  This  made  the  final  score 

The  Andover,  Exeter,  Governor  Dum- 
mer  annual  Round  Robin  was  easily  won 
this  year  by  Andover.  The  Blue  took 
a  huge  lead  at  Exeter  in  the  first  round 
and  never  relinquished  it. 

The  season  was  climaxed  by  a  victory 
over  the  always  formidable  Exeter  team.
